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Russia and France, received reliable 
information from the general staff 
as well as from our embassy at Paris 
to the effect that France contemplat- 


ed withdrawing a portion of her 
troops from Algeria, in order to shift 
them to southern ’ France, either 
against Italy or against Alsace, I ap- 
prised Czar Nicholas I1., of this 
news, adding the remark that I should 
be obliged to adopt eounter meas- 
ures unless the czar could dissuade 
his ally from. so, provocative a step. 


Some Diplomatic 
Fencing. 


At that time the Russian. nioiiia 
ef foreign affairs was Prince Leban- 
off, formerly ambassador at Vienna, 
well known for His pro-French pro- 
clivities. _ During the summer of 
1895 he had visited France and been 
very cordially entertained. During 
the autumn, just as I was staying for 
the hunting at Hubertusstock on the 
Schorfheide near Eberswalde, Prince 
Lobanoff, on his return journey from 
Paris, requested to be received in au- 
dience, at the behest of the ezar. Upon 


being received by me he described the 


calm and sensible frame’ of mind 
which be had found in Paris and 
sought to quiet me too with regard 
to the above-mentioned troop move- 
ments, which, according to him, were 
mere empty rumor and chatter with- 
out any real basis. He added that 
he was bringing to me the most quiet- 
ing assurances, that there was no rea- 
son for my feeling the slightest alarm. 
{ thanked him heartily for his report, 
remarking that the word “alarm” 
was not to be found in the dictionary 
of a German officer; and I added 
that, if France and Russia wished to 
make war, I could not prevent it. 
Whereupon the prince, piously 
casting up his eyes toward heaven, 
made the sign of the cross and said: 
“Oh, la guerre! quelle idee; qui y 
pense ?—cela ne doit pas etre.” (Oh, 
war! what an idea; think of such 
a thing? It must not be.) To that 
I replied that I, in any event, was 
not thinking about it, but that an ob- 
server—and he need not bevery keen- 
eyed—must assuredly consider the 
constant celebrations and speeches, as 


well as the official and unofficial vis- 
its exchanged between Paris and St. 
Petersburg, as significant symptoms 
which could not be ignored, and which 
were calculated to arouse great dis- 
satisfaction in Germany ; that, 
should it come to war, against my 
own will and that of my people, I 
felt that, trusting in God and in my 
army and people, it would be possible 
for Germany to get the betetr of both 
opponents. 

To this I added still another state- 
ment, reported to me from Paris, 
which had been made by a Russian 
officer who was in France as a mem- 
ber of an officers’ deputation. Hav- 
ing been asked by a French comrade 
whether the Russians believed that 
they could beat the Germans, the 
gallant Slav replied: “Non, mon 
ami, nous serons battus a plate con- 
ture, mais que’est-ce due ca fait? 
Nous aurons la republique.” (No, 
my friend, we shall be ‘thoroughly 
beaten, but what does that matter? 
We shall get a republic.) 

At first the prince eyed me, speech- 
less, then, shrugging his shoulders, 
he remarked : “Oh, la guerre, il ne 
faut pas meme y penser.”” (Qh, war, 
one must not even think about it.) 
The officer had merely expressed the 
general opinion of the Russian intelli- 
gentsia and social circles. As far 
back as my first visit to St. Peters- 
burg, in the early eighties, a grand 
duchess said to me at dinner, quite 
calmly: “Here we sit all the time 
on a voleano. We expect the revo- 
lution any day! The Slavs are not 
faithful, they are not at all monar- 
chical, all of them are republicans 
at heart; they disguise their senti- 


ments, and they jie, every one of: 


them, all the time.’ 

Three important events, related to 
foreign politics, came within the pe- 
riod of Prince Hohenlohe’s incumben- 
cy of the chancellorship; the opening, 
in 1895, of the Emperor William Canal 
(North Sea-Baltic canal), begun un- 
der Emperor William the Great, to 
which squadrons or individual ships 
representing countries all over the 
world were invited; the annexation, in 
1897, of Tsing-tao; and, third, the 
much-diseussed Kruger dispatch. 


The Seizure 
Of Tsing-tao. 


Prince Hohenlohe played an especi- 
ally important role in the annexation 
of Tsing-tao. He, too, was of the 
opinion that Germany needed some 
coaling stations for her ships, and that 
the demands of commercial elements 
that the opportunity for opening up 
China to international trade be not 
allowed to pass were justified. It was 
resolved that, under unimpaired Chi- 
nese sovereignty and after payment 
of the Linkin (octroi or internal reve- 
nue tax), a trading port, with a ma- 
rine coaling station as protection, was 
tou. be founded, wherein it was con- 
templated to allow C hina to co-operate 
to the utmost possible extent. 

The station was to serve the ends 
of commerce, before all else, the mil- 
itary measures being limited solely to 
the protection of the trading center 
as it developed; they did not consti- 
tute an end in ‘themselves as a basis 
for further military enterprises. 

Already several places had been 
considered, but these had proved, upon 
more careful investigation, to be un- 
fitted, mostly because they had either 
had bad connections or none at all with 
the interior regions, were not promis- 
ing from a commercia)-political stand- 
point, or were encumbered by privi-

Roads from every 
direction were tuken up with one- 
way traffic, one of the greatest known 
in McDuffie county, and after the 
body had been removed to the Geor- 
gian’s palatial home thoroughfares 
leading there were lined up with au- 
tomobiles, a mile in Jength, Not all 
caine jin automobiles, there were ve- 
hicles of all description, horse drawn 
and oxen; some walked, being unable 
to travel otherwise, and in sharp con- 
trast to the marvelous beauty of Pres- 
ident Harding’s floral tribute, some 
brought wild flowers, picked by the 
wayside. But behind their meager of- 
ferings was an esteem second only to 
idolatry. Had they been able to conr 
mand thousands the sentiment could 
not have been greater. 

It was the last_of many colorful 
days in Thomson, but this time the 
color changed. It was typified in the 
streamers of crepe which had been 
tacked across the street leading froin 
the station. 

The thousands that passed under it 
showed the grief to be that of the 
state and not confined to the limita- 
tions of the quiet little town in whicb 
Senator Watson had lived. 

Many scenes of pathos were found 
in the day. Men, old and decrepit, 
who followed Lee and Jackson during 
the sixties came by night and in the 
early morning hours to pay respects 
to the memory of the man whom they 
loved most. At the bier they broke 
down and shed bitter tears. 

Weep at Station. 

Horny-handed'sons of toil, men who 
had known the Georiga statesman only 
as “Tom” Watson for whom they cast 
their first and every ballot, during 
his political career, were in large 
representation; on their faces was a 
look of bitter dejéction. They wept 
at the station when the escort first 
arrived; at “Hickory Hill” they shed 
profuse tears when his face was seen 
(a face remarkably like its natural 
self, but more composed than when 
in action in the numerous parliamen- 
tary wrangles of the senate) the grave 
scene proveked u repetition of senti- 
ment. And even after most of the 
throng had disappeared, there assem- 
bled in scattering groups, admirers 
who were moved easily to tears at 
some intimate reflection or observa- 
tion among them. 

Mrs. Watson, wif: of the late sen- 
ator, appeared to bear her burden 
well, despite her great grief. 

Mrs. Lytle, associated with the sen- 
ator in the publication of his news- 
paper for 14 years, and Mr. Watson's 
two little granddaughters were a great 
comfort to her. Other relatives were 
in constant attendance at the home.

AML GREECE ALAME 
WITH REVOLUTION. 

Mitylene, September B—(By the 
Associated Press.J——All Greece, in- 
cluding her islands, are aflame wit 
the revolution which began Monday 
night on this historic island in the 
Aegean sea. 

Seventy-five thousand disaffected 
soldiers who were driven out of Smyr- 
na by the forces of Mustpha Kemal 
Pasha stormed the goveruor-general’s 
palace and imprisoned all the offl- 
cials, including the governor and Gen- 
erals Braca and Franzo. They took 
possession of the telegraph lines and 
of the radio, so that Athens would not 
know a revolt was under way. Their 
next move was fo seize the port offi- 
cers and to take over command of the 
battleships Lemnos and Kilkos,

What a great thing it would be if 
every citizen fully comprehended what 
is meant by no person shall be depriv- 
ed of, life, liberty or property except 
by due process of law.

Or that all government originates 
with the consent of these who are 
governed.

NEGRO 1S LYNCHED 


BY MASKED BAND 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


Sandersville, Ga., September 25.— 
Jim Johnson, negro, was lynched this 
morning while being carried to 
Wrightsville, Ga., for trial, accord- 
ing to word received here by Deputy 
Sheriff J. A. Wood. 

Johnson was charged with assault 
upon a white woman. and information 
reaching here ig to the effect that he 
comessed before being put to death. 

He was hanged from a tree and 
riddled with bullets, more than 200 
being fired into the body. 

Johnsop was brought here last July 
immediately after the alleged crime, 
which is said to have occurred in 
Johnson county. 

This morning Sheriff English was 
awakened by Deputy Sheriffs Davis 
and Mixon of Johnson county and a 
third man, who demanded the prison- 
er, saying they wished to take him 
back secretly to Wrightsville.

ATTEMPTED TO BURN 
EMPLAYER’S DAUGHTER. 

Macon, Ga., September 28.—Jim 
Johnson, who was Iynched in John- 
coh county today, is known as Jim 
Drisdom, and is the same negro who 
was brought to the county jail here 
last May for safe-keeping. He had 
been rescued from mobs on two’ oc- 
casions, it was stated. 

Drisdom, a farm hand employed by 
a prominent Johnson county farmer, 
attacked the daughter of his em- 
ployer while she was cutting yard 
brooms near a branch last spring. In 
the struggle the woman slashed the 
negro across the face with a butcher 
knife. The assailant then poured 
gasoline over the woman’s clothing 
and set her on fire. She jumped into 
the stream nearby, however, and ex- 
tinguished the flames. The woman's 
little child, who was with her, was 
not harmed. 

The hunt for the negro continued 
for several days, and after arrests 
had been made the jail was about to 
be stormed when officers rushed the 
accused negro to this city. Later he 
was transferred to Wrightsville, Ga., 
where again it was necessary to trans- 
fer him, this time to Sandersville.

RICHARDSON REPLIES

Praised in Talk 
By Dr. Folsom 


Before an audience that taxed the

Supporters of the resolution 
argued that Henry Ford was the real 
instigator of what they termed “the 
Newberry issue.” 

The convention refused to nomi- 
nate a candidate for auditor-gen- 
eral, jndorsing the incumbent, O. Bb. 
Fuller, republican, who is_ seeking 
ire-election. Mrs. Jessie C. Porter, of 
' Marshall, was nominated for secre- 
tary of state. Other nominations 
were: OQ. F. Barnes, Lansing, for state

The $10,000 policy was govern- 
ment insurance, taken out, while in 
the army.
